1. Presentation of Annual Financial Statements 

The annual financial statements have been prepared in accordance with the effective Standards of Generally 
Recognised Accounting Practice (GRAP) including any interpretations, guidelines and directives issued by the 
Accounting Standards Board, in accordance with Section 122(3) of the Municipal Finance Management Act, 
(Act No 56 of 2003). 

These annual financial statements have been prepared on an accrual basis of accounting and are in 
accordance with historical cost convention unless specified otherwise. They are presented in South African 
Rand. 

These annual financial statements have been prepared in accordance with the effective Standards of 
Generally Recognised Accounting Practice (GRAP) including any interpretations, guidelines and directives 
issued by the Accounting Standards Board, in accordance with Section 122(3) of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act, (Act No 56 of 2003), and the following Notices: 

• General Notice, issued in Government Gazette no. 28095 of December of 2005; 

• General Notice, issued in Government Gazette no. 30013 of June 2007; and 

• General Notice, issued in Government Gazette no. 31021 of May 2008. 

The municipality has elected to implement the transitional provisions outlined in Directive 4, dated February 

2008, from the Accounting Standards Board. 

Assets, liabilities, revenues and expenses have not been offset except when offsetting is required or permitted 
by a Standard of GRAP. 

A summary of the significant accounting policies, which have been consistently applied, are disclosed below. 

These accounting policies applied are consistent with those used to present the previous period's annual 
financial statements, unless explicitly stated. The details of any changes in accounting policies are 
explained in the relevant policy. 

1 .1 Significant judgements and sources of estimation uncertainty 

In preparing the annual financial statements, management is required to make estimates and assumptions that 
affect the amounts represented in the annual financial statements and related disclosures. Use of available 
information and the application of judgement is inherent in the formation of estimates. Actual results in the 
future could differ from these estimates which may be material to the annual financial statements. Significant 
judgements include: 

Provisions 

Provisions were raised and management determined an estimate based on the information available. 
Additional disclosure of these estimates of provisions are included in note 14 - Provisions. 

Aiiowance for doubtfui debts 

On debtors an impairment loss is recognised in surplus and deficit when there is objective evidence that it is 
impaired. The impairment is measured as the difference between the debtors carrying amount and the present 
value of estimated future cash flows discounted at the effective interest rate, computed at initial recognition. 

1 .2 Presentation of currency 

These annual financial statements are presented in South African Rand, which is the functional currency of the 
municipality.

1 .3 Going concern - assumption 

These annual financial statements have been prepared on the assumption that the municipality will continue to 
operate as a going concern for at least the next 12 months. 

1.4 Comparative figures 

Budget information in accordance with GRAP 1 and 24, has been provided in an annexure to these annual 
financial statements and forms part of the audited annual financial statements. 

When the presentation or classification of items in the annual financial statements is amended, prior period 
comparative amounts are restated. The nature and reason for the reclassification is disclosed. Where 
accounting errors have been identified in the current year, the correction is made retrospectively as far as it is 
practical, and the prior year comparatives are restated accordingly. Where there has been a change in 
accounting policy in the current year, the adjustment is made retrospectively as far it is practical, and the prior 
year comparatives are restated accordingly. 

1.5 Housing development fund 

The Housing Development Fund was established in terms of Section 15(5) and 16 of the Housing Act, (Act No. 
107 of 1997), which came into operation on 1 April 1998, requires that the municipality maintain a separate 
housing operating account. Loans from national and provincial government used to finance housing 
developments undertaken by the municipality were extinguished on 1 April 1998 and transferred to a Housing 
Development Fund. Housing selling schemes, both complete and in progress as at 1 April 1998, were also 
transferred to the Housing Development Fund. 

The Housing Act also requires in terms of Section 14(4)(d)(ii)(aa) read with, inter alia. Section 16(2) that the 
net proceeds of any rental, sale of property or alienation, financed previously from government housing funds, 
be paid into a separate housing operating account and be utilised by the municipality for housing development 
subject to the approval of the provisional MEC responsible for housing. 

The following provisions are set for the creation and utilisation of the Housing Fund: 

• The proceeds in this fund are utilised for housing developments in accordance with the National Housing 
Policy and also for housing development projects approved by the MEC. 

• Any contributions to or from the fund are shown as transfers in the statement of changes in net assets. 

• Interest earned on the investments backing up this fund is recorded as interest earned by the housing 
development fund. 

• Any surplus on the housing statement of financial performance must be transferred to the housing 
development fund. 

1.6 Property, plant and equipment 

Property, plant and equipment are tangible non-current assets (including infrastructure assets) that are held for 
use in the production or supply of goods or services, rental to others, or for administrative purposes, and are 
expected to be used during more than one period. Items of property, plant and equipment are initially 
recognised as assets on acquisition date and are initially recorded at cost. 

The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring 
the asset to the location and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by 
management. Trade discounts and rebates are deducted in arriving at the cost. The cost also includes the 
necessary costs of dismantling and removing the asset and restoring the site on which it is located. 

The assets acquired under finance leases are not recognised as property, plant and equipment as per the 
exemption by Directive 4. It will recognised as such in the subsequent financial year. 

Where an asset is acquired by the municipality for no or nominal consideration (i.e. a non-exchange 
transaction), the cost is deemed to be equal to the fair value as at date of acquisition.

1.6 Property, plant and equipment (continued) 

Where an item of property, plant and equipment is acquired in exchange for a non-monetary asset or monetary 
assets, or a combination of monetary and non-monetary assets, the asset acquired is initially measured at fair 
value (the cost). If the acquired item's fair value was not determinable, it's deemed cost is the carrying amount 
of the asset(s) given up. 

Major spare parts and servicing equipment which are expected to be used for more than one period are 
included in property, plant and equipment. In addition, spare parts and servicing equipment which can only be 
used in connection with an item of property, plant and equipment are accounted for as property, plant and 
equipment. 

Subsequent measurement - revaluation model (land and buildings) 

Subsequent to initial recognition, land and buildings are carried at a cost amount, being its fair value at the date 
of revaluation less any subsequent accumulated depreciation and any impairment losses. 

Any increase in an asset’s carrying amount, as a result of a revaluation, is credited directly to a revalutation 
surplus. The increase is recognised in surplus or deficit to the extent that it reverses a revaluation decrease of 
the same asset previously recognised in surplus or deficit. 

Any decrease in an asset’s carrying amount, as a result of a revaluation, is recognised in surplus or deficit in 
the current period. The decrease is debited directly to a revaluation surplus to the extent of any credit balance 
existing in the revaluation surplus in respect of that asset. 

Subsequent measures - cost model 

Subsequent to initial recognition, items of property, plant and equipment are measured at cost less 
accumulated depreciation and any impairment losses. Land is not depreciated as it is deemed to have an 
indefinite useful life. 

Where the municipality replaces part of an asset, it derecognises the part of the asset being replaced and 
capitalises the new component. Subsequent expenditure incurred on an asset is capitalised when it increases 
the capacity or future economic benefits associated with the asset 

Depreciation and Impairment 

Depreciation is calculated on the depreciable amount, using the straight line basis over the estimated useful 
lives of items of property, plant and equipment unless depreciation of certain assets is being determined using 
a method other than estimated useful life. 

Components of assets that are significant in relation to the whole asset and that have different useful lives are 
depreciated separately.

The municipality is however opted to disclose assets following the Directive 4 on property, plant and 
equipment. The residual value, the useful life of an asset and the depreciation method is reviewed annually 
and any changes are recognised as a change in accounting estimate in the statement of financial 
performance. 

The municipality tests for impairment where there is an indication that an asset may be impaired. An 
assessment of whether there is an indication of possible impairment is done at each reporting date. Where the 
carrying amount of item of property, plant and equipment is greater than the estimated recoverable amount (or 
recoverable service amount), it is written down immediately to its recoverable amount (or recoverable service 
amount) and an impairment loss is charged to the statement of financial performance. 

Derecognition 

Items of property, plant and equipment are derecognised when the asset is disposed of or where there are no 
further economic benefits or service potential expected from the use of the asset. The surplus or deficit arising 
on the disposal or retirement of an item of property, plant and equipment is determined as the difference 
between the sales proceeds and the carrying value and is recognised in the statement of financial 
performance. 

1.7 intangibie assets 

An intangible asset is an indentifiable non-monetary asset without physical substance. Examples include 
computer software, licenses and development costs. The municipality recognises an intangible asset in its 
statement of financial position only when it is probable that the expected future economic benefits or service 
potential that are attributable to the asset will flow to the municipality and the cost or fair value of the asset can 
be measured reliably. 

Internally generated intangible assets are subject to strict recognition criteria before they are capitalised. 
Research expenditure is never capitalised, while development expenditure is only capitalised to the extent 
that: 

• the municipality intends to complete the intangible assets for use or sale; 

• it is technically feasible to complete the intangible assets; 

• the municipality has the resources to complete the project; and 

• it is probable that the municipality will receive future economic benefits or service potential. 

Intangible assets are initially recognised at cost.

1.7 Intangible assets (continued) 

Where intangible assets are acquired by the municipality for no or nominal cost, the cost shall be its fair value 
as at the date of acquisition. 

Where intangible assets are acquired in exchange for a non-monetary asset or monetary assets, or a 
combination of monetary and non-monetary assets, the assets acquired are initially measured at fair value (the 
cost). If the acquired items' fair value was not determinable, its deemed cost is the carrying amount of the 
asset(s) given up. 

Subsequent measurement - cost model 

Intangible assets are subsequently carried at cost less any accumulated amortisation and any impairment 
losses. The cost of an intangible asset is amortised over the useful life where that useful life is finite. 
Where the useful life is indefinite, the asset is not amortised but it is subject to an annual impairment test. 

An intangible asset is regarded as having an indefinite useful life when, based on all relevant factors, there is 
no foreseeable limit to the period over which the asset is expected to generate net cash inflows or service 
potential. Amortisation is not provided for these intangible assets, but they are tested for impairment annually 
and whenever there is an indication that the asset may be impaired. For all other intangible assets amortisation 
is provided on a straight line basis over their useful life. 

Amortisation and impairment 

Amortisation is charged so as to write off the cost or valuation of intangible assets over the estimated useful 
lives using the straight-line method. The annual amortisation rates are based on the following estimated 
average asset lives:

The amortisation period and the amortisation method for an intangible asset with a finite useful life are 
reviewed at each reporting date and any changes are recognised as a change in accounting estimate in the 
statement of financial perforamnce. 

The municipality tests intangible assets with finite useful lives for impairment where there is an indication that 
an asset may be impaired. An assessment of whether there is an indication of possible impairment is done at 
each reporting date. Where the carrying amount of an item of an intangible asset is greeted than the 
estimated recoverable amount (or recoverable service amount), it is written down immediately to its 
recoverable amount (or recoverable service amount) and impairment loss is charged to the statement of 
financial performance. 

Derecognition 

Intangible assets are derecognised when the asset is disposed of or when there are no further economic 
benefits or service potential expected from the use of the asset. The gain or loss arising on the disposal or 
retirement of an intangible assets is determined as the difference between the net disposal proceeds, if any, 
and the carrying amount and is recognised in the statement of financial performance. 

1.8 Investment property 

Investment property includes property (land or a building - or part of a building - or both land or building held 
under finance lease) held to earn rentals and/or for capital appreciation, rather than held: 

• to meet service delivery objectives, or 

• the production or supply of goods or services, or for 

• the sale in the ordinary course of assets.

1.8 Investment property (continued) 

Investment property is initially recognised at cost. Transaction costs are included in the initial measurement. 
However, where an investment property was acquired through a non-exchange transaction (i.e. where it 
acquired the investment property for no or nominal value), its cost is its fair value as at the date of acquisition. 

The cost of self-constructed investment property is the cost at the date of completion. 

Costs include costs incurred initially and costs incurred subsequently to add to, or to replace a part of, or 
service a property. If a replacement part is recognised in the carrying amount of the investment property, the 
carrying amount of the replaced part is derecognised. 

Subsequent measurement - cost model 

Investment property is measured using the cost model. Under the cost model, investment property is carried 
at cost less any accumulated depreciation and any accumulated impairment losses. 

Depreciation is calculated on the depreciable amount, using the straight-line method over the estimated useful 
lives of the assets. Components of assets that are significant in relation to the whole asset and that have 
different useful lives are depreciable separately. The annual depreciation rates are based on the following 
estimated average assets lives:

Investment property 

1.9 Inventories 

Inventories comprise current assets held for sale, consumption or distribution during the ordinary course of 
business. Inventories are initially recognised at cost. Cost generally refers to the purchase price, plus taxes, 
transport costs and any other costs in bringing the inventories to their current location and condition. Where 
inventory is manufactured, constructed or produced, the cost includes the cost of labour, materials and 
overheads used during the manufacturing process. Where inventories are acquired by the municipality for no 
or nominal consideration (i.e. a non-exchange transaction), their costs are deemed to be equal to the fair value 
of the items as at the date of acquisition. 

Subsequent measurement 

Inventories, consisting of consumable stores, raw materials, work-in-progress and finished goods, are valued 
at the lower of cost and net realisable value unless they are to be distributed at no or norminal charge, in which 
case they are measured at the lower of cost and current replacement cost. Redundant and slow-moving 
inventories are identified and written down in this way. Differences arising on the valuation of inventories are 
recognised in the statement of financial performance in the year in which they arose. The amount of any 
reversal of any write-down on inventories arising from an increase in net realisable value or current 
replacement cost is recognised as a reduction in the amount of inventories recognised as an expense in the 
period in which the reversal occurs. 

The carrying amount of inventories is recognised as an expense in the period that the inventory was sold, 
distributed, written off or consumed, unless that cost qualifies for capitalisation to the cost of another asset. 

In general, the basis of allocating cost to inventory items is the weighted average method. 

1.10 Financial instruments 

Initial recognition and measurement 

Financial instruments are initially recognised at fair value.

Subsequent measurement 

Financial instruments are categorised according to their nature as either financial assets at fair value through 
surplus or deficit, held to maturity, loans and receivables, or available for sale. Financial liabilities are 
categorised at fair value through surplus or deficit or financial liabilities carried at amortised cost (other). The 
subsequent measurement of financial assets and liabilities depends on this categorisation and, in the absence 
of an approved GRAP standard on financial instruments, is in accordance with IAS 39. 

Investments 

Investments, which include listed government bonds, unlisted municipal bonds, fixed deposits and short-term 
deposits invested in registered commercial banks, are categorised as either held to maturity where the criteria 
for that categorisation are met, or as loans and receivables, and are measured at amortised cost. Where 
investments have been impaired, the carrying value is adjusted by the impairment loss, which is recognised as 
an expense in the period that the impairment is identified. Impairments are calculated as being the difference 
between the carrying amount and the present value of the expected future cash flows flowing from the 
instrument. On disposal of an investment, the difference between the net disposable proceeds and the 
carrying amount is charged or credited to the statement of financial performance. 

Trade and other receivables 

Trade receivables are categorised as financial assets: loans and receivables and are initially recognised at fair 
value and are subsequently measured at amortised cost. Amortised cost refers to the initial carrying amount, 
plus interest, less repayments and impairments. An estimate is made for doubtful receivables based on a 
review of all outstanding amounts at year end. Significant financial difficulties of the debtor, probability of the 
debtor will enter bankrupcy or financial reorganisation, and default on payments (more than 30 days overdue) 
are considered indicators that the trade receivable is impaired. Impairments are determined by discounting 
expected future cash flows to their present value. Amounts that are receivable within 12 months from the 
reporting date are classified as current. 

An impairment of trade receivables is accounted for by reducing the carrying amount of trade receivables 
through the use of an allowance account, and the amount of the loss is recognised in the statement of financial 
performance within operating expenses. When a trade receivable is uncollectable, it is written off. 
Subsequent recoveries of amounts previously written off are credited against operating expenses in the 
statement of financial performance. 

Trade payables and borrowings 

Financial liabilities consist of trade payables and borrowings. They are categorised as financial liabilities held 
at amortised cost, are initially recognised at fair value, and are subsequently measured at amortised cost, 
which is the initial carrying amount, less repayments plus interest. 

Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash includes cash on hand (including petty cash) and cash with banks (including call deposits). Cash 
equivalents are short-term highly liquid investments that are readily convertible to a known amount of cash, 
that are held with registered banking institutions with maturities of 3 months or less and are subject to an 
insignificant risk of change in fair value. For the purposes of the cash flow statement, cash and cash 
equivalents comprise cash on hand, deposits held on call with banks, net of bank overdrafts. The municipality 
categorises cash and cash equivalents as financial assets: loans and receivables. 

Bank overdrafts are recorded based on the facility utilised. Finance charges on bank overdraft are expensed 
as incurred. Amounts owing in respect of bank overdrafts are categorised as financial liabilities: other financial 
liabilities carried at amortised cost. 
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1.11 Unauthorised expenditure 

Unauthorised expenditure is expenditure that has not been budgeted, expenditure that is not in terms of the 
conditions of an aiiocation received from another sphere of government, municipaiity or organ of state. An 
expenditure in the form of a grant that is not permitted in terms of the Municipai Finance Management Act (Act 
No. 56 of 2003). Unauthorised expenditure is accounted for as an expense in the statement of financiai 
performance and where recovered, it is subsequentiy accounted for as revenue in the statement of financiai 
perofrmance. 

1.12 Irregular expenditure 

Irreguiar expenditure is expenditure that is contrary to the beiow mentioned acts: 

• the Municipai Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003); or 

• the Municipai Systems Act (Act No. 32 of 2000); or 

• the Pubiic Office Beares Act (Act No. 20 of 1998); or 

• the Municipaiity's Suppiy Chain Management Poiicy 

Irreguiar expenditure exciudes unauthorised expenditure. Irreguiar expenditure is accounted for as expenditure 
in the statement of financiai performance and where recovered, it is subsequentiy accounted for as revenue in 
the statement of financiai performance. 

1.13 Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

Fruitiess and wastefui expenditure is expenditure that was made in vain and wouid have been avoided had 
reasonabie care been exercised. Fruitiess and wastefui expenditure is accounted for as revenue in the 
statement of financiai performance. 

1.14 Provisions and contingencies 

Provisions are recognised when: 

• the municipaiity has a present or constructive obiigation as a resuit of a past event; 

• it is probabie that an outfiow of resources embodying economic benefits or service potentiai wiii be 
required to settie the obiigation; and 

• a reiiabie estimate can be made of the obiigation. 

Where the effect of time vaiue of money is materiai, the amount of a provision is the present vaiue of the 
expenditures expected to be required to settie the obiigation. 

The discount rate is a pre-tax rate that reflects current market assessments of the time vaiue of money and the 
risks specific to the iiabiiity. 

Provisions are reviewed at each reporting date and adjusted to reflect the current best estimate. Provisions are 
reversed if it is no ionger probabie that an outfiow of resources embodying economic benefits or service 
potentiai wiii be required, to settie the obiigation. 

A constructive obiigation to restructure arises oniy when an entity: 

• has a detaiied formai pian for the restructuring, identifying at ieast: 

the activity/operating unit or part of a activity/operating unit concerned; 
the principai iocations affected; 

the iocation, function, and approximate number of empioyees who wiii be compensated for 
services being terminated; 

the expenditures that wiii be undertaken; and 
when the pian wiii be impiemented; and 

• has raised a vaiid expectation in those affected that it wiii carry out the restructuring by starting to 
impiement that pian or announcing its main features to those affected by it. 
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1.14 Provisions and contingencies (continued) 

Contingent assets and contingent iiabiiities are not recognised. Contingencies are disciosed in note 44 uniess 
the possibiiity of an outfiow or resources embodying economic benefits is remote. A contingent asset is 
disciosed where an inflow of economic benefit is probabie. 

Future events that may effect the amount required to settie an obiigation are reflected in the amount of the 
provision where there is sufficient objective evidence that they wiii occurr. Gains from the expected disposai of 
assets are not taken into account in measuring a provision. Provisions are not recognised for future operating 
iosses. The present obiigation under an onerous contract is recognised and measured as a provision. 

1.15 Leases 

Finance leases - lessee 

A iease is ciassified as a finance iease if it transfers substantiaiiy aii the risks and rewards incidentai to 
ownership. Property, piant equipment or intangibie assets subject to finance iease agreements are initiaiiy 
recognised at the iower of the asset's fair vaiue and the present vaiue of the minimum iease payments. The 
corresponding iiabiiities are initiaiiy recognised at the inception of the iease and are measured at the sum of 
the minimum iease payments due in terms of the iease agreeement, discounted for the effect of interest. In 
discounting the iease payments, the municipaiity uses the interest rate that exactiy discounts the iease 
payments and unguaranteed residuai vaiue to the fair vaiue of the asset pius any direct costs incurred. 

Subsequent to initiai recognition, the ieased assets are accounted for in accordance with the stated accounting 
poiicies appiicabie to property, piant, equipment or intangibie assets. The iease iiabiiity is reduced by the iease 
payments, which are aiiocated between the iease finance costs and the capitai repayment using the effective 
interest rate method. Lease finance costs are expensed when incurred. The accounting poiicies reiating to 
derecognition of financiai instruments are appiied to iease payabies. The iease asset is depreciated over the 
shorted of the asset's usefui iife or the iease term. 

Operating ieases are those ieases that do not faii within the scope within the above definition. Operating iease 
rentais are accrued on a straight-iine basis over the term of the reievant iease. 

Finance leases - lessor 

Under a finance iease, the municipaiity recognises the iease payments to be received in terms of a iease 
agreement as an asset (receivabie). The receivabie is caicuiated as a sum of aii the minimum iease payments 
to be received, pius any unguaranteed residuai accruing to the municipaiity, discounted at the interest rate 
impiicit in the iease. The receivabie is reduced by the capitai portion of the iease instaiment received, with the 
interst portion being recognised as interest revenue on a time proportionate basis. The accounting poiicies 
reiating to derecognition and impairment of financiai instruments are appiied to iease receivabies. 

Rentai income from operating ieases is recognised on a straight-iine basis over the term of the reievant iease. 
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1.16 Revenue from exchange transactions 

Revenue from exchange transactions refers to revenue that accrued to the municipality directly in return for 
services rendered/goods sold, the value of which approximates the consideration received or receivable. 

Service charges relating to electricity and water are based on consumption. Meters are read on a quarterly 
basis and are recognised as revenue when invoiced. Provisional estimates of consumption are made monthly 
when meter readings have not been performed. The provisional estimates of consumption are recognised as 
revenue when invoiced. Adjustments to provisional estimates of consumption are made in the invoicing period 
in which meters have been read. These adjustments are recognised as revenue in the invoicing period. 

Measurement 

Revenue is measured at the fair value of the consideration received or receivable, net of trade discounts and 
volume rebates. 

Rendering of services 

When the outcome of a transaction involving the rendering of services can be estimated reliably, revenue 
associated with the transaction is recognised by reference to the stage of completion of the transaction at 
the reporting date. The outcome of a transaction can be estimated reliably when all the following conditions 
are satisfied: 

• the amount of revenue can be measured reliably; 

• it is probable that the economic benefits or service potential associated with the transaction will flow to 
the municipality; 

• the stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting date can be measured reliably; and 

• the costs incurred for the transaction and the costs to complete the transaction can be measured 
reliably. 

When services are performed by an indeterminate number of acts over a specified time frame, revenue is 
recognised on a straight line basis over the specified time frame unless there is evidence that some other 
method better represents the stage of completion. When a specific act is much more significant than any other 
acts, the recognition of revenue is postponed until the significant act is executed. 

When the outcome of the transaction involving the rendering of services cannot be estimated reliably, revenue 
is recognised only to the extent of the expenses recognised that are recoverable. 

Service charges relating to refuse removal are recognised on a monthly basis in arrears by applying the 
approved tariff to each property that has improvements. Tariffs are determined per category of property 
usage, and are levied monthly based on the recorded number of refuse containers per property. 

Service charges from sewerage and sanitation are based on the number of sewerage connections on each 
developed property using the tariffs approved from council and are levied monthly. 

Revenue from the rental of facilities and equipment is recognised on a straight-line basis over the term of the 
lease agreement. 

Revenue arising from the application of the approved tariff of charges is recognised when the relevant service 
is rendered by applying the relevant gazetted tariff. This includes the issuing of licenses and permits. 

Revenue arising out of situations where the municipality acts as an agent on behalf of another entity (the 
principal) is limited to the amount of any fee or commission payable to the municipality as compensation for 
executing the agreed services. 
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1.16 Revenue from exchange transactions (continued) 

Saie of goods 

Revenue from the sale of goods is recognised when all the following conditions have been satisfied: 

• the municipality has transferred to the purchaser the significant risks and rewards of ownership of the 
goods; 

• the municipality retains neither continuing managerial involvement to the degree usually associated 
with ownership nor effective control over the goods sold; 

• the amount of revenue can be measured reliably; 

• it is probable that the economic benefits or service potential associated with the transaction will flow to 
the municipality; and 

• the costs incurred or to be incurred in respect of the transaction can be measured reliably. 

Revenue from the sale of electricity prepaid meter cards is recognised at the point of sale. 

Revenue from the sale of tender documents is recognised at the point of sale. 

Interest 

Revenue arising from the use by others of entity assets yielding interest is recognised when: 

• It is probable that the economic benefits or service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the 
municipality, and 

• The amount of the revenue can be measured reliably. 

Interest is recognised, in surplus or deficit, using the effective interest rate method on a time proportionate 
basis. 

1.17 Revenue from non-exchange transactions 

Revenue from non-exchange transactions refers to transactions where the municipality received revenue from 
another entity without directly giving approximately equal value in exchange. Revenue from non-exchange 
transactions is generally recognised to the extent that the related receipt or receivable qualifies for recognition 
as an asset and there is no liability to repay the amount. 

Revenue from property rates is recognised when the legal entitlement to this revenue arises. Collection 
charges are recognised when such amounts are legally enforceable. Penalty interest on unpaid rates is 
recognised on a time proportionate basis. 

Fines constitute both spot fines and summonses. Revenue from spot fines and summonses is recognised 
when payment is received, together with an estimate of spot fines and summonses that will be received based 
on past experiences of amounts collected. 

Revenue from public contributions and donations is reocgnised when all conditions associated with the 
contribution have been met or where the contribution is to finance property, plant and equipment, when such 
items of property, plant and equipment qualifies for recognition and first becomes available for use by the 
municipality. Where public contributions have been received but the municipality has not met the related 
conditions, a deferred income (liability) is recognised. 

Contributed property, plant and equipment is recognised when such items of property, plant and equipment 
qualifies for recognition and become available for use by the municipality. 

Revenue from the recovery of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure is based on legislated 
procedures, including those set out in the Municipal Finance Managemet Act (Act No. 56 of 2003) and is 
recognised when the recovery thereof from the responsible councillors or officials is virtually certain. 
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1.18 Grants, transfers and donations 

Grants, transfers and donations received or receivabie are recognised when the sources that have been 
transferred meet the criteria for recognition as an asset. A corresponding iiabiiity is raised to the extent that the 
grants, transfer or donation is conditionai. The iiabiiity is transferred to revenue as and when the conditions 
attached to the grant are met. Grants without any conditions attached are recognised as revenue when the 
asset is recognised. 

1.19 Borrowing costs 

Borrowing costs that are directiy attributabie to the acquisition, construction or production of a quaiifying 
asset are capitaiised as part of the cost of that asset untii such time as the asset is ready for its intended 
use. The amount of borrowing costs eiigibie for capitaiisation is determined as foiiows: 

• Actuai borrowing costs on funds specificaiiy borrowed for the purpose of obtaining a quaiifying asset 
iess any investment income on the temporary investment of those borrowings. 

• Weighted average of the borrowing costs appiicabie to the municipaiity on funds generaiiy borrowed for 
the purpose of obtaining a quaiifying asset. The borrowing costs capitaiised do not exceed the totai 
borrowing costs incurred. 

Borrowing costs that are directiy attributabie to the acquisition, construction or production of a quaiifying asset 
are capitaiised as part of the cost of that asset untii such time as the asset is ready for its intended use. The 
municipaiity ceases the capitaiisation of borrowing costs when substantiaiiy aii the activities to prepare the 
asset for its intended use or saie are compiete. It is considered inappropriate to capitaiise borrowing costs 
when, and oniy when, there is dear evidence that it is difficuit to iink the borrowing requirements of an entity 
directiy to the nature of the expenditure to be funded i.e. capitai or current. Borrowings costs incurred other 
than on quaiifying assets are recognised as an expense in surpius or deficit when incurred. 

1.20 Retirement benefits 

The municipaiity provides retirement beenefits for its empioyee's and counciiiors. The contributions to fund 
obiigations for the payment of retirement benefits are charged against revenue in the year they become 
payabie. The defined benefit funds, which are administered on a provinciai basis, actuariaiiy vaiued trienniaiiy 
on the projected unit credit method basis. Deficits identified are recognised as a iiabiiity and are recovered 
through iump sum payments or increased future contributions on a proportionai basis to aii participating 
municpaiities. Specific actuariai information in respect of individuai participating municipaiities is unavaiiabie 
due to centraiised administration of these funds. As a resuit, defined benefit pians have been accounted for as 
if they were defined contribution pians. 

The foiiowing are defined benefit pians: Natai Joints Superannuation, Retirement and Provident Funds 
(NJMP). These are not treated as defined benefit pians as defined by IAS 19, but are accounted for as defined 
contribution pians. This is in iine with the exemption in IAS 19 par. 30 which states that where information 
required for proper defined benefit pian accounting is not avaiiabie in respect of muiti-empioyer and state 
pians, these shouid be accounted for as defined contribution pians. The municipaiity has been unsuccessfui in 
obtaining the necessary information to support proper defined benefit pian accounting due to restrictions 
imposed by muiti-empioyer pian. It is therefore deemed impracticai to obtain this information at a suitabie ievei 
of detaii. Current contributions by councii are charged against expenditure on the basis of current service 
costs. Fuii actuariai vaiuations are performed at ieast every 5 years. The iast vaiuation was done on 31 March 
2006. 

1.21 Construction contracts and receivables 

Where the outcome of a construction contract can be estimated reiiabiy, contract revenue and costs are 
recognised by reference to the stage of compietion of the contract activity at the reporting date, as measured 
by compietion of a physicai proportion of the contract work. 

Variations in contract work, ciaims and incentive payments are inciuded to the extent that they have been 
agreed with the customer. 
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1.21 Construction contracts and receivables (continued) 

When the outcome of a construction contract cannot be estimated reiiabiy, contract revenue is recognised to 
the extent that contract costs incurred are recoverabie. Contract costs are recognised as an expense in the 
period in which they are incurred. 

When it is probabie that totai contract costs wiii exceed totai contract revenue, the expected deficit is 
recognised as an expense immediateiy. 

1.22 Impairment of assets 

The municipaiity assesses at each reporting date whether there is any indication that a non-cash-generating 
asset may be impaired. If any such indication exists, the municipaiity estimates the recoverabie service amount 
of the asset. 

Irrespective of whether there is any indication of impairment, the municipaiity aiso test a cash-generating 
intangibie asset with an indefinite usefui iife or a cash-generating intangibie asset not yet avaiiabie for use for 
impairment annuaiiy by comparing its carrying amount with its recoverabie service amount. This impairment 
test is performed at the same time every year. 

If there is any indication that a cash-generating asset may be impaired, the recoverabie service amount is 
estimated for the individuai asset. If it is not possibie to estimate the recoverabie service amount of the 
individuai asset, the recoverabie service amount of the cash-generating unit to which the asset beiongs is 
determined. 

The recoverabie service amount of an asset or cash-generating unit is the higher of its fair vaiue iess costs to 
seii and its vaiue in use. 

If the recoverable amount of an asset if less than its carrying amount, the carrying amount of the asset is 
reduced to its recoverable service amount. That reduction is an impairment loss. 

An impairment loss of assets carried at cost less any accumulated depreciation or amortisation is recognised 
immediately in surplus or deficit. Any impairment loss of a revalued asset is treated as a revaluation decrease. 

An impairment loss is recognised for cash-generating units if the recoverable service amount of the unit is less 
than the carrying amount of the unit. The impairment loss is allocated to reduce the carrying amount of the 
assets of the unit as follows: 

• to the assets of the unit, pro rata on the basis of the carrying amount of each asset in the unit. 

A municipality assesses at each reporting date whether there is any indication that an impairment loss 
recognised in prior periods for assets may no longer exist or may have decreased. If any such indication 
exists, the recoverable service amounts of those assets are estimated. 

The increased carrying amount of an asset attributable to a reversal of an impairment loss does not exceed the 
carrying amount that would have been determined had no impairment loss been recognised for the asset in 
prior periods. 

A reversal of an impairment loss of assets carried at cost less accumulated depreciation or amortisation is 
recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. Any reversal of an impairment loss of a revalued asset is treated 
as a revaluation increase. 

1.23 Investment income 

Investment income is recognised on a time-proportion basis using the effective interest method. 
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1 .24 Use of estimates 

The preparation of annual financial statements in conformity with Standards of GRAP requires the use of 
certain critical accounting estimates. It also requires management to exercise its judgement in the process of 
applying the municipality’s accounting policies. The areas involving a higher degree of judgement or 
complexity, or areas where assumptions and estimates are significant to the annual financial statements are 
disclosed in the relevant sections of the annual financial statements. Although these estimates are based on 
management’s best knowledge of current events and actions they may undertake in the future, actual results 
ultimately may differ from those estimates. 

1.25 Offsetting 

Assets, liabilities, revenue and expenses have not been offset except when offsetting is required or permitted 
by a Standard of GRAP 

1.26 Segmental information 

Segmental information on property, plant and equipment, as well as income and expenditure, is set out in 
Appendices A, B, C and D, based on the International Government Financial Statistics classifications and the 
budget formats prescribed by National Treasury. The municipality operates solely in its area of jurisdiction as 
determined by the Demarcation Board. 

Segment information is prepared in conformity with the accounting policies applied for preparing and 
presenting the financial statements. 

1.27 Budget information 

Municipality are typically subject to budgetary limits in the form of appropriations or budget authorisations (or 
equivalent), which is given effect through authorising legislation, appropriation or similar. 

General purpose financial reporting by municipality shall provide information on whether resources were 
obtained and used in accordance with the legally adopted budget. 

The annual financial statements and the budget are on the same basis of accounting therefore a comparison 
with the budgeted amounts for the reporting period have been included in the annual financial statements. 

The Statement of comparative and actual information have been included in the annual financial statements as 
the recommended disclosure when the annual financial statements and the budget are on the same basis of 
accounting as determined by National Treasury. Refer to Appendix E. 

The annual financial statements and the budget are not on the same basis of accounting therefore a 
reconciliation between the statement of financial performance and the budget have been included in the annual 
financial statements. Refer to note 49&50. 
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2. New standards and interpretations 

2.1 Standards and interpretations effective and adopted in the current year 

In the current year, the municipality has adopted the following standards and interpretations that are 
effective for the current financial year and that are relevant to its operations: 

GRAP 23: Revenue from Non-exchange Transactions 

Revenue from non-exchange transactions arises when an entity receives value from another entity without 
directly giving approximately equal value in exchange. An asset acquired through a non-exchange 
transaction shall initially be measured at its fair value as at the date of acquisition. 

This revenue will be measured at the amount of increase in net assets recognised by the municipality. 

An inflow of resources from a non-exchange transaction recognised as an asset shall be recognised as 
revenue, except to the extent that a liability is recognised for the same inflow. As an entity satisfies a 
present obligation recognised as a liability in respect of an inflow of resources from a non-exchange 
transaction recognised as an asset, it will reduce the carrying amount of the liability recognised as 
recognise an amount equal to that reduction. 

This Standard has been approved by the Board but its effective date has not yet been determined by the 
Minister of Finance. The effective date indicated is a provisional date and could change depending on the 
decision of the Minister of Finance. 

The effective date of the standard is for years beginning on or after 01 April 2010. 

The municipality has adopted the standard for the first time in the 2011 annual financial statements. 

The impact of the standard is not material. 

GRAP 24: Presentation of Budget Information in the Financial 
Statements 

Subject to the requirements of paragraph .19, an entity shall present a comparison of the budget amounts 
for which it is held publicly accountable and actual amounts either as a separate additional financial 
statement or as additional budget columns in the financial statements currently presented in accordance 
with Standards of GRAP. The comparison of budget and actual amounts shall present separately for each 
level of legislative oversight: 

• the approved and final budget amounts; 

• the actual amounts on a comparable basis; and 

• by way of note disclosure, an explanation of material differences between the budget for which the 
municipality is held publicly accountable and actual amounts, unless such explanation is included in 
other public documents issued in conjunction with the financial statements, and a cross reference to 
those documents is made in the notes. 

Where an entity prepares its budget and annual financial statements on a comparable basis, it includes the 
comparison as an additional column in the primary annual financial statements. Where the budget and 
annual financial statements are not prepared on a comparable basis, a separate statement is prepared 
called the ‘Statement of Comparison of Budget and Actual Amounts’. Refer Appendix E(1) and E(2). This 
statement compares the budget amounts with the amounts in the annual financial statements adjusted to 
be comparable to the budget. 

A comparable basis means that the budget and annual financial statements: 

• are prepared using the same basis of accounting i.e. either cash or accrual; 

• include the same activities and entities; 

• use the same classification system; and 

• are prepared for the same period. 
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2. New standards and interpretations (continued) 

This Standard has been approved by the Board but its effective date has not yet been determined by the 
Minister of Finance. The effective date indicated is a provisionai date and couid change depending on the 
decision of the Minister of Finance. 

The effective date of the standard is for years beginning on or after 01 Aprii 2010. 

The municipaiity has adopted the standard for the first time in the 201 1 annuai financiai statements. 

The impact of the standard is not materiai. 

2.2 Standards and interpretations issued, but not yet effective 

The municipaiity has not appiied the foiiowing standards and interpretations, which have been pubiished 
and are mandatory for the municipaiity’s accounting periods beginning on or after 01 Juiy 2011 or iater 
periods: 

GRAP 18: Segment Reporting 

Segments are identified by the way in which information is reported to management, both for purposes of 
assessing performance and making decisions about how future resources wiii be aiiocated to the various 
activities undertaken by the municipaiity. The major ciassifications of activities identified in budget 
documentation wiii usuaiiy reflect the segments for which an entity reports information to management. 

Segment information is either presented based on service or geographicai segments. Service segments 
reiate to a distinguishabie component of an entity that provides specific outputs or achieves particuiar 
operating objectives that are in iine with the municipaiity’s overaii mission. Geographicai segments reiate to 
specific outputs generated, or particuiar objectives achieved, by an entity within a particuiar region. 

This Standard has been approved by the Board but its effective date has not yet been determined by the 
Minister of Finance. The effective date indicated is a provisionai date and couid change depending on the 
decision of the Minister of Finance. 

Directive 2 - Transitionai provisions for pubiic entities, municipai entities and constitutionai institutions, 
states that no comparative segment information need to be presented on initiai adoption of this Standard. 

Directive 3 - Transitionai provisions for high capacity municipaiities states that no comparative segment 
information need to be presented on initiai adoption of the Standard. Where items have no been recognised 
as a resuit of transitionai provisions under the Standard of GRAP on Property, Piant and Equipment, 
recognition requirements of this Standard wouid not appiy to such items untii the transitionai provision in 
that Standard expires. 

Directive 4 - Transitionai provisions for medium and iow capacity municipaiities states that no comparative 
segment information need to be presented on initiai adoption of the Standard. Where items have not been 
recognised as a resuit of transitionai provisions un the Standard of GRAP on Property, Piant and Equipment 
and the Standard of GRAP on Agricuiture, the recognition requirements of the Standard wouid not appiy to 
such items untii the transitionai provision in that standard expires. 

The effective date of the standard is for years beginning on or after 01 Aprii 201 1 . 

The municipaiity expects to adopt the standard for the first time in the 2012 annuai financiai statements. 

The adoption of this standard is not expected to impact on the resuits of 
the municipaiity, but may resuit in more disciosure than is currentiy 
provided in the annuai financiai statements. 
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2. New standards and interpretations (continued) 

GRAP 25: Empioyee benefits 

The objective of GRAP25 is to prescribe the accounting and disciosure for empioyee benefits. The 

Standard requires an municipaiity to recognise: 

• a iiabiiity when an empioyee has provided service in exchange for empioyee benefits to be paid in the 
future; and 

• an expense when an municipaiity consumes the economic benefits or service potentiai arising from 
service provided by an empioyee in exchange for empioyee benefits. 

GRAP25 must be appiied by an empioyer in accounting for aii empioyee benefits, except share based 

payment transactions. 

GRAP25 defines, amongst others, the foiiowing: 

• Empioyee benefits as aii forms of consideration given by an municipaiity in exchange for service 
rendered by empioyees; 

• Defined contribution pians as post-empioyment benefit pians under which an municipaiity pays fixed 
contributions into a separate entity (a fund) and wiii have no iegai or constructive obiigation to pay 
further contributions if the fund does not hoid sufficient assets to pay aii empioyee benefits reiating to 
empioyee service in the current and prior periods;

Defined Benefit Pian 

The following are defined benefit plans: Natal Joints Superannuation, 

Retirement and Provident Funds (NJMP). These are not treated as 
defined benefit plans as defined by IAS 19, but are accounted for as 
defined contribution plans. This is in line with the exemption in IAS 19 
par. 30 which states that where information required for proper defined 
benefit plan accounting is not available in respect of multi-employer and 
state plans, these should be accounted for as defined contribution 
plans. The municipality has been unsuccessful in obtaining the 
necessary information to support proper defined benefit plan accounting 
due to restrictions imposed by multi-employer plan. It is therefore 
deemed impractical to obtain this information at a suitable level of detail. 

Current contributions by council are charged against expenditure on the 
basis of current service costs.

An interim valuation carried on the NJMP Superannuation (Defined 
Benefit) at 31 March 2006 concluded that the surcharge of 6% be 
retained for the year 30 June 2007 and thereafter at 4.5%. 

The latest statutory valuation of the NJMP Retirement (Defined Benefit) 
as at 31 March 2007 reflects a fund deficit of R229,8 million in respect 
of the members. The total contribution rate payable, including the total 
surcharge of 14%, will eliminate the deficit by the year 2010. 

The latest statutory valuation of the NJMP Provident Fund (Defined 
Contribution) as at 03 March 2007 revealed that the fund was in a sound 
financial position.
